Early History and Location of a Famous 


American. Summer iloHOrt. 


The island was lirst seen by civili/.ed 


navigators, so far as history furnishes 
any record, in the 
year 
1524. A 


French navigator named Veraswano 
saw it in that year, and gave a report 
of its discovery to Francis I, King of 
France. How long it may have been 
inhabited by Indians before seen by 
this Frenchman must always remain 
a matter of conjecture. Ninety years, 
later, in 1C14, the Dutch trader, Adrian 
Block, explored this island and gave it 
his own name. 
The burning ot his 


vessel detained him through Hie winter 
in Manhattan, lie there built a new one 
which he named the Unrest; with it he 
explored the coast of Long Island 
Sound and this island. His vessel was 
probably the lirst winch ever anchored 
on this shore, and ho and his crew weiu 
the hrst civilised men who ever landed 
on this soil. Our historian tells us that 
in Kj.'Jti John Oldham, a lender from 
Boston, came in a small vessel to tiade 
with tin1 Maiiioseaiis—as the Imlhms 
on the Island, called tliomsi Uos. 
The 


islanders put him lo dealli "to (lie 
end 
that 
they 
might clothe their 


bloody ilesh wilh hi.s huvfulgarmcnts." 
Colonel John Endieott punished the 
Indians for their cruelty; he thus made 
the island widely known and estab- 
lished his claim to it by right of con- 
quest. The iiland iu its earliest his- 
tory had iniiiiy names. The most poet- 
ical one was "Manisscs"—meaning 
the "Little God," 
or "The 
Little 


God's Island " This is at this hour 
the name of one of the hotels. 
The 


name fittingly appears in the following 
lines: 


"Circled by wntcrs that never freeze, 
Hellion by billows and swopt by breeze, 
Llutli the Island ot Maulssoa." 
Rock Island is located diioctly south 


of the central part of Rhode Island, to 
which State it belongs 
It is south- 


west from Newport about thirty miles; 
it is about eighteen miles from Mon- 
tauk, the east end of Long Island. 
It 


is so far out ot sea that one always has 
sea air. In summer its hills are swept 
by fresh breezes and in winlcr by lieree 
gales. It is eight miles long and three- 
miles wide. Its shores arc continually 
wreathed with the foam of billows, 
it 


is a most unique and interesting place. 
High cliffs for the most part meet the- 
assaults of the billows.—G'or. Chicago 
Standard.

Him Provided. 


The Murderer Successfully Jailed, But 


the Wife of the Sheriff Over- 


come With Fright. 


LKAVKNWOKTH, Kas., Oct.

excitement among the colored people 
brouuht about by the brutal murder ol 
Saturday night has not subsided.

has been done to augment it by inju- 
dicious remarks of those who spoke al 
the funeral of Mrs. Lufferty on Sunday, 
and all sorts of dire threats were matle 
against Lafferty. 
Yesterday mornlns 


news wus received here that he went to 
the residence of his brother-in-law, John 
Martin, near Valley Fulls, Sunday night, 
anil made a desperate effort to end his 
life, cutting a gash In his throat four 
inches long, completely 
severing 
the 


windpipe. 
When tills Intelligence was 


received the frenzy of the colored people 
here was roused to the highest pilch. 
The women were the londost in their 
clamor lo be allowed the privilege ol 
meting out punishment to the murderer. 


At half-past leu 
o'clock 
yesterday 


morning the city marshal and five dep- 
uties left on the Kans.is Central train to 
secure Lnderty and bring him to this 
city, and when the lime arrived for Ihe 
Incoming train to reach the depot, the 
streets for two blocks were crowded with 
colored men and women who were clam- 
oring for Lafferty's blood. 
Three of the 


men had a rope and u sulchcl which they 
carefully guarded, and 
any number of 


•women had coal oil In jugs, bottles, 
oyster-cans and broken pitchers, which 
they claimed would be poured upon Laf- 
/erty as soon us he WHS dangling from a 
U'legraph pole, and that ihev would burn 
him In Ihe same maiineras he had burned 
his wile. 
Hut their preparations did no 


good, as the ofllcers did not return on 
the train, as anticipated, having taken 
Lufferly to Atchlson, from which place 
they came here by a lute train 
on tho 


Missouri Pacific, and although there was 
a huge ciowd present at (he depot, such 
precautions had been taken t h a t the mob 
did not get hold of him, although several 
rushes were made w l l h that cml in view 
and a rope was flourished and cries of 
"Hung him," "Lynch him," tilled tho 
air. 


The ofllccra with drawn revolvers, aid- 


ed by the police, forced their way through 
tin' crowd and 
hustling LuSerty into a 


closed carriage, the hoises where whipped 
i n t o a run und the county jail was soon 
reached. 
The crowd, however, followed 


on the run, led by a number of crazy 
females. 


During the trip to the jail Lufferty

In Favor of the WatmBh. 


The United States Supreme Court has 


reversed a decision ot the Illinois Su- 
preme Court, in the case of the Wabasb, 
ftt, Louis and Pacific Railway, declaring 
that the Illinois state law ot 1871 and 
1873, regulating transportation charges, 
(annot apply to oommerca between the 
i.tatw; that such regulation can only ap- 
propriately be by general rules and prin- 
ciples, which demand that it should be 
done by Congress under the commerce 
clause of the Constitution, Justice Brad- 
ley, Chief Justice Waite and Justice Gray 
dissent. The specified allegation was, 
that the railroad company cherged one 
Elder and S. MoKinley 16 cents per 100 
pounds for transporting goods from 
Peoria to New York City, and on the 
name day charged Isaac Barley and F. O. 
Swaonell 25 cents per 100 pounds for the 
same class of goods from Gillman, 111., to 
New York—Gillman being 86 miles near- 
er than Peoria to New York.
